But family receives apology

Pontoon Beach Police Chief Mike 
Crouch issued a public apology 
Wednesday to a family whose 
apartment was raided by police — 
apparently by mistake — Monday 
morning. 

But Crouch, who was vacationing out 
of town when the operation took place, 
defended the procedures followed by 
the officers involved, including 
Detective Rick Hays who was in 
charge of the operation 

“It’s unfortunate and we do 
apologize,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s something 
that happens.”’ 

Police burst into the apartment at 6 
a.m. Monday looking for drugs and a 
drug dealer, but found neither. Police 
were armed with guns and a search 
warrant obtained based on information 
from two suspects police had arrested 
Sdnday night, Crouch said 

But the information was apparently 
mistaken. . 

““We felt we had good information,” 
Crouch said. 

Tarkus Dillard, 23, of the Oakmont 
Apartments in Pontoon Beach, said 
police kicked in the front door of the 
apartment he shares with his 
girlfriend, Vickie Blakely, and two 
small children. 

Dillard said an officer put a gun in 
the face of one of the children, cocked 
it, and-screamed at the child to be 
quiet 

Dillard and Blakely said they and the 
children were terrified by the police

Cause of explosion 
at plant unclear 


By Scott Cousins 
Staff writer 


The cause of an explosion and fire 
at the Granite City Division of 
National Steel Corp. Tuesday is still 
under investigation, according to a 
company official. 

The explosion and fire damaged a 
building near the plant entrance on 
Edwardsville Road. 

No injuries were reported, company 
spokesman Bob Maxwell said. 

Several pipefitters were working in 
the building, which contains pumps 
and pipeline used to move coke oven 
gas throughout the complex, when 
they noticed a gas leak and evacuated 
the area. It has not been determined 
what ignited the gas, which is a useful 
by-product from the burning of coke. 

“‘We'’re just extremely fortunate that 
no one was hurt,’’ Maxwell said 

Maxwell said most of the.damage 
was to the building’s roof, and it was 


being repaired. 

He also said one of the pumps in the 
building may be put back on line by 
the weekend. 

He said the building — made of 
brick — was one of the plant’s original 
structures and has always been used 
for the booster pumps. 

He said the solid construction of the 
building helped contain the damage. 

“They built them good,”’ he said. 

The explosion occurred at about 1:30 
Pp-m., and was brought under control 
in about 15 to 20 minutes, Maxwell 
said. 

He said firefighters shut off the flow 
of gas to the building, then flooded the 
pipe with nitrogen —‘an inert gas — 
to put out the fire. 

Maxwell said the incident will have 
little impact on the plant. 

“None as far as production is 
concerned,’’ he said. ‘‘But we'll have 
to use natural gas rather than coke

About 6,700 McDonnell Douglas machinists 
including more than 2,000 from Illinois — went 
on strike at 12:01 a.m. Wednesday after

The chief sticking point was outsourcing, in 
particular the company’s growing use of 
subcontractors and nonunion McDonnell 
Douglas plants for work once performed by St 
Louis machinis'

McDonnell Douglas spokesman Tom Williams

The machinists make up the bulk of

Recently a woman who had been in- 
volved in an-automobile accident came 
to this office for advice. She indicated 
that a car coming from the opposite 
‘direction had crossed the center line and 
forced her off the side of the road. When 
she swerved her vehicle to avoid an acci- 
dent, she struck a parked car on the side 
of the highway. Both drivers sustained 
» injuries. peers 

At the accident scene, she indicated 
to an independent witness that the other 
driver had crossed the median. She went 
on to state, however, that perhaps she 
too had been partially at fault in that she 
was driving at. an excessive rate of 
speed. Neither driver called the police 
department to have an accident report 
-prepared. The woman declined medical 
attention at the accident scene, and in 
fact waited several months before she 
contacted a doctor regarding her neck 
ahd back injuries. 

The woman in this case made three 
crucial mistakes in the handling of this 
matter. In the first piece: a@ person involv- 
ed in an automobile accident should 
never make statements regarding possi- 
ble liability at the accident scene. Fur- 
thermore, an injured party should never

give a recorded statement to an in- 
surance company without an attorney 
present. lilinos is a comparative 
negligence state, and a person's award 
of damages will be reduced based on the 
ercentaga, yfault attributed to him. 
Porthermer eople often make 
statements &t the scene of the accident 
when they aré injured, excited, or not 
thinking clearly. It is best to say nothing 
in these situations. 


The second mistake was in her failure 
to have a police report made. Without a 
police report, it is her word against the 
other driver's as to how the accident oc- 
curred. Often a policeman can diagram 
and document how the accident occur- 
red based on the position of the vehicles, 
even though he did not witness the acci- 
dent. A policeman can also issue tickets 
at the scene of the accident. 


Finally, the woman in our example 
should never have waited months for 
medical treatment. She was hurt badly in 
the accident, but she always felt she was 
too busy to see a doctor. [t is difficult to 
convince a jury that there is a legitimate 
injury here when she was lax about see- 
ing a physician.

Ron Stephens’ resolution to set up a task force on creat- 
ing a new airport authority for Southwestern Mlinois is a stealth 


bomber piece of legislation. 


It was off the radar screen not only of local officials who have 
direct concerns about its potential impact, but even the Senate 
sponsor, Frank Watson, wasn’t entirely sure about Stephen’s 
flight plan. i 

Watson thought the task force was aimed at studying who 
should be in charge of the new Mid-America Airport, the joint- 
use airport at Scott Air Force Base expected to start accepting 
passengers in a couple of years. 

But Stephens said in House debate the task force’s study 
agenda could also include St. Louis Regional Airport in Bethalto 
and St. Louis Downtown Airport in Cahokia. 

Democrats are depicting it as a naked power grab for control 
of contracts and jobs while its GOP sponsors say it is a logical 
approach to ‘‘discuss long-term air transportation planning.” 

St. Clair County Board Chairman John Baricevic, who has 
spearheaded the development. of Mid-America, complains Ste- 
phens would not return numerous calls and letters and that the 
airport’s destiny could end up in control of Chicago area GOP 
legislative leaders. And Rep. Steve Davis raises the specter of 
St. Clair County getting control of St. Louis Regional. 

If the task force takes off, any recommendations should be 
based on full and open discussions with all the local officials 
involved with the airports in Southwestern Illinois and open 
pubic hearings. Politicians too often tend to worry first about 

iow issues are dealt with-on a partisan basis and second; how 
those issues affect constituents. 

What they should be more worried about is the implications of 
setting up another body to feed off the taxpayers. 

There are far more important questions to answer in setting 
up an airport authority than simply partisan ones. For instance, 
St. Louis Regional Airport Authority exists as a tax-driven insti- 
tution coordinating a small but growing airport, including an 
industrial park. Would that authority have to be disbanded? 

Some taxpayers have complained for years they haven’t been 
getting their money’s worth. in Bethalto. One could only imagine 
the reaction they would have to taxes being administered by a 
panel dominated@’by St. Clair County. 

The growth in air traffic in the region is a’ complicated topic 
that could vitally affect economic growth and needs to be clear- 
ly separated from the partisanship surrounding the proposed 
authority. If that doesn’t happen, it should be grounded immedi- 
ately before it crash-lands on the taxpayers. __

On Memorial Day, May 27, 
the children of the 2400 block 
of ist 25th Street were out 
playing and enjoying the beau- 
tiful weather. Running, riding 
bikes and water fights were all 
on their agenda. Nobody was 
aware of the danger that was 
lurking at 2418 East 25th St. 

At approximately 6:45 p.m., 
my son, James Dilallo, was 
running down the street, 
expending his over abundance 
of energy. When he reached 
the front of 21 East 25th St., 
the Rottweiler that lives at 
2418 East 25th St. came out of 
the fenced yard to attack him. 

According to James, the dog 
went under the fence, dragging 
a six-foot-long, four-inch-by 
four-inch piece of lumber that 
was hooked to his chain and 
ran across the street to get 
him. My son ran, screaming, 
and jumped the landscape 
fence at 2429 East 25th _ St., 
where the Rottweiler’s four 
inch-by-four-inch piece of lum- 
ber became lodged and the dog 
stopped its pursuit: 

Upon seeing my son being 
chased by this beast, I took off 
in that direction. After seeing 
that my son was safe, I decid- 
ed to inform the owner that his 
dog was loose and let. him 
know what had happened 

I crossed the street, so that I 
would be on the opposite side 
of the street that the dog was 
on. When I got parallel to the 
dog, it began to growl, showing 
its teeth with the hair on_ its 
back raised and attempted to 
come back across the street to 
attack me. But the four-inch 
by four-inch piece of lumber 
was still stuck. 

I proceeded on 
the owner’s house. Once [I 
reached the owner’s house, I 
knocked on the door twice, but 
I did not get an answer. (I 
found out later that the owner 
had left Friday, May 24, and 
had not returned home 
After not getting an ai 
decided to go home, call 
police and let them handle the 
situation. 

As I began to leave the own- 
er’s property, I removed my 
pocket knife from my pocket 
and opened it, just in case the 
dog did attack me on my way 
back to my house at 2448 East 
25th St. 

Upon reaching the front of 
2429 East 25th St., the Rottwei- 
ler charged across the. street 

rowling. It then made a lunge 

‘or my upper body, but I side- 
stepped |the dog and struck it 
in the side of the neck. At that, 
I began to run backward, and 
the dog made a second lunge 
As it#lunged, I struck the dog 
on top of the head with my 
knife. But at the same time 
that I struck the dog, it hit me 
in the chest, scratching me 
and knocking me down. The 
fall caused my radius bone to 
break and damaged one of my 
metacarpal bones.

Mary Gilson went into her 
house, called the police and 
reported the Rottweiler attack.

Terrorists strike school

Three terrorists ignited a bomb 
inside Coolidge Middle School 
Tuesday 

The explosion killed several 
students and teachers and injured 
dozens more. 

Police killed two of the terrorist 
a shoot-out in front of the school 
third suspect was captured by a 
police K-9 officer and was held for 
questioning. 

It was only a drill, but it seemed 
real. Real enough, in fact, that 
several passers-by called the 
Press-Record office and asked what 
had happened, Still others slowed 
down their cars or stopped to watch 
the mock di ter. 

The drill was conducted by Ed 
Schultz, the city’s coordinator of 
emergency services. Agencies

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participating, in addition to the 
Granite City police and fire and 
ambulance departments, were the 
Granite City Steel, Long Lake and 
Charles Melvin Price U.S. Army 
Support Center fire departments; 
Lifeforce ambulance service; Norfolk 
and Southern railroad police; the 
Salvation Army Disaster Response 
Unit and St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center 

Fire Chief Keith Talley said the 
mock disaster is good training for 
emergency personnel. 

“It lets me know our shortcomings 


and our strengths,” Talley said. ““And 


it lets us know how we interact with 
other agencies.” 

“It helps us prepare, hopefully, for 
an event that will never happen,”” 
Mayor Ron Selph said. 

One of the primary responsibilities 
of participants was evaluating 
injuries and organize victim 


treatment and transportation. 

“T hope we can always find these 
things out i xercises and not in real 
situations,” Talley said 

He said he had been concerned 
about radio equipment and the city’s 
communications capabilities. But, he 
said, communication was not a 
problem during the drill 

One problem encountered by both 
police and firefighters was dealing 
with the terrorists. Talley said he 
was shot in the head — twice — as 
the terrorists fled the school building. 

“The first bullet bounced off my 








head, but the second one was a direct 


hit and blew my brains right out my 
ears,” he said. 

The terrorist who survived insisted 
that he shot police Lt. Ron Landman 
dead as he exited the building 
Landman, who helped capture the 
terrorist after being shot, insisted he 
was just grazed by the bullet.

“We are in the process of sending the forms to every lending 
institution in the county,”’ said Wes Tucker, the treasurer’s chief 
deputy. ‘“‘The lending institutions have requested the forms.

Tucker said automatic withdrawals will come in handy for 
taxpayers who plan to take vactions when taxes are due. 

“If they use this program they won’t have to worry about 
mailing in the payments before they leave,’’ he said. ‘‘Some 
times there is a problem with the mail system and payments 
arrive late at no fault of the taxpayer. This should elimiate all 
those problems. 

“As far as we know we are the first county to offer this. It’s 
just another program John has come up with to make it easier 
on the taxpayer.” 

Taxpayers were encouraged last year to use bank debit cards 
to pay property tax bills, but the program was quickly canceled 
when officials realized there were limits on the amounts that 
could be withdrawn from accounts.

‘Eddie’ sometimes funny, often uninspired 


New York City limousine driver Edwina 
“Eddie? Franklin (Whoopi Goldberg) is 
the ultimate New York Knicks fan 

Her closet is crammed with jerseys 
from the basketball team, her answering 
machine a mass of Knick’s trivia 
Although the team trails miserably in last 
place, she’s there at every game, bellow- 
ing at the coaches from the upper reaches 
of the bleachers 


After Eddie wins a one-game stint as 
the team’s honorary cgaci in a free-throw 
contest, new owner Wild Bill Burgess 
(Frank Langella) engineers a brilliant 
stunt to appease the fans — he names 
Eddie the Knick’s head coach for the rest 
of the season. Now, it's her job to whip 
the disaffected and distracted players 
back into shape 


Hard on the heels of the box-office flops 
“Celtic Pride’ and “Sunset Park,” this 
Hollywood Pictures film is the third bas 
ketball movie released by a major studio 
in little more than a month 


Starting from it’s amusing, fairy tale 
premise, “‘Eddie” features weil-tuned act- 
ing performances from its principals, and 
a heartfelt appeal to take the game con 
trolled by profit-obsessed owners and ego- 
driven players and return it to its roots 


There are several genuinely funny 
moments in the movie, and director Steve 
Rash (‘‘Son in Law,”’ ‘“‘Queen’s Logic’’ 
includes a good deal of addictive anit 
side action featuring 49 jamming NBA 
stars and a beautiful opening sequence of 
the Manhattan skyline that slow-pans into 
the white hot center of the city. 

But ‘‘Eddie’’ eventually starts to feel 


uninspired and heavy handed, as it grabs 
hold of every sports cliche in the book 
and telegraphs too many predictable 
jokes to the audience well in advance 

Academy Award-winner Goldberg pulls 
off her usual endearing wisecracking, and 
Dennis Farino follows his memorable role 
as a mobster in ‘‘Get Shorty’’ to convinc- 
ingly portray an obnoxious coach whose 
taste in sharp, Italian suits is more devel- 
oped than his people skills 


Langella also does his best with the role 
of a cartoon-like Texas businessman. His 
first public act as Knicks owner is a fire- 
works display inside Madison Square Gar- 
den that sets Knicks legend Walt Fra- 
zier’s retired jersey on fire. 


‘“‘Eddie”’ features several fine acting 
performances from NBA players as the 
movie's Knicks. They are led by the Chi- 
cago Bull’s John Salley as Nate Wilson, a 
veteran elined by knee injuries, and 
L.A. Clipper Malik Sealy as egomaniac 
Stacey Patton. ‘‘You wanna talk to Stacey 
Patton call his agent,’’ he flashes back 
at Eddie during one of their early meet- 
ings. 


The players are surprisingly natural 
and likable as Eddie transforms her 
group of divas, obsessed with women, 
money and endorsements, into a hard- 
working team of which the fans can feel 
proud
